NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—John D. Rocke- 
feller may now add to his title of pe- 
troleum king that of Baron, which he 
has discovered after long and painstak- 
ing investigation that he inherited from 
his early ancestors in the south of 
France, tracink his lineage as far back 

as 950 A. D. 

This was announced last night at the 
third annual reunion of the Rockefeller 
Family Association at Bretton Hall. Dr. 
Aaron R. Lewis, who was commissioned 
last spring by the brothers, John D. and 
William, to pursue the family ancestry 
through England, Germany and France, 
told the Rockefeller clan, of more than 
10u members, what his investigations re- 
vealed concerning John D.’s ancestry. 

Along wth the title of Baron goes a 
coat of arms and family crest, he said, 
used by the earliest founders of tho 
family, barons, counts and the rich 
land owners of Southern France.
